How tall is 
just too tall? 


Dartmouth. Growth for 
downtown in works, but 
height to be decided 


Dartmouth residents who at¬ 
tended a public meeting on 
building heights in the down¬ 
town district seemed divided 
on what’s too tall — but agreed 
on the need to develop and 
stick to clear guidelines. 

City planners hosted the 
meeting Monday evening to 
begin drafting new policies in 
the wake of a council decision 
to amend the view planes that 
formerly governed building 
height. 

“We knew ... there would 
be more demand for taller 
buildings,” said planner Mitch 
Dickey. “The current planning 
framework really doesn’t apply 
to those and we need to decide 
if taller buildings are appropri¬ 
ate, and where.” 

Dozens of participants were 
asked for feedback on three 


options for governing height: 
one that sets the limit at 70 feet 
with options for more on “op¬ 
portunity sites,” one that gives 
approval on a case-by-case basis 
and one that sets out distinct 
height “precincts.” 

“Provides opportunity for 
good built form and visually 
interesting buildings,” read one 
of several Post-it notes on the 
third option, the most popular. 

“This makes the most sense 
— the challenge will be stick¬ 
ing to it,” read another. 

There was disagreement 
about acceptable heights, with 
some saying 70 feet is plenty, 
and others saying the max¬ 
imum height should be 120 
feet. 

“Accept that well-designed 
height is a great thing,” read 
one note. 

Several people pointed out 
that taller buildings allow for 
greater density, and suggested 
density bonusing should be 
part of the approval process. 

Although provincial legisla¬ 
tion doesn’t allow density bo-

nusing in Dartmouth, former 
Dartmouth councillor Colin 
May said staffers should use 
planning authority to make af¬ 
fordable housing a component 
of new developments. 

“I don’t think we should 
change a lot downtown until 
(developers) are willing to bring 
something to the table that ad¬ 
dresses these societal issues,” 
he said, to murmurs of “hear, 
hear.” 

“We should ... be talking to 
all MLAs about finding ways to 
properly accommodate eveiy- 
body who deserves it.” 

City staff will collect feed¬ 
back online for about six weeks, 
and hope to present to council 
in three to four months.

Police say two people 
ran from the scene, and a 
can of sensoiy irritant was 
located inside the vehicle.

Amber Kirwan mounted a 
vigorous defence against her 
assailant before she bled to 
death after being stabbed at 
least 10 times, Nova Scotia’s 
chief medical examiner testi¬ 
fied Monday at the first-de¬ 
gree murder trial of Christo¬ 
pher Alexander Falconer. 

Dr. Matthew Bowes said 
it was apparent that the 
19-year-old was stabbed 
multiple times but it’s im¬ 
possible to tell how many 
because the wounds were so

close together. 

“I think that Amber bled 
to death from this collection 
of wounds,” Bowes told the 
jury in the Nova Scotia Su¬ 
preme Court in Pictou. 

Bowes said most of the 
stab wounds were on her 
neck and upper back, but 
one went through her heart. 
He said several stab wounds 
found on her hand were in¬ 
flicted with such force that 
one of the fingers on her left 
hand was nearly severed. 

Bowes was part of the 
team that unearthed Kir- 
wan’s partly decomposed 
body from a muddy grave in 
woods of a rural logging road 
outside New Glasgow on Nov. 
5, 2011. 

The discovery was made 
about a month after she dis¬ 
appeared following a night 
out with friends at a pool hall 



and bar in New Glasgow. 

Removing her body proved 
difficult, Bowes said, because 
the soil was muddy and it was 
a cold day. He said he was 
fairly certain it was Kirwan 
when he was able to identify 
two tattoos — a butterfly and 
a star. 

Kirwan was found face 
down and her wrists had 
been bound with material 
that looked liked pieces of 
clothing, Bowes testified. 


He said it was impossible 
to determine how long her 
body was there, although it 
had to have been there “for 
some time” because of the ex¬ 
tent of decomposition. 

Blood and urine tests 
taken from Kirwan’s body 
indicated high levels of co¬ 
deine which was also metab¬ 
olized into trace levels of 
morphine, he added. 

“These things admin¬ 
istered with alcohol are a 
powerful sedative,” he said. 

He said although she was 
drugged, he believes Kirwan 
was able to make a conscious 
effort to ward off her attack 
because of the defensive 
wounds on her hands. 

Under cross-examination, 
Bowes was asked whether it 
was possible to pin down the 
approximate time of death. 

“It’s almost pointless for 
me to give you a number 
because doing so would be 
speculative,” Bowes told de¬ 
fence lawyer Mike Taylor. 

Falconer, 31, has pleaded 
not guilty. The trial is sched¬ 
uled to last until Jan. 31.

The Trapeze proposal 
“took varying exceptions 
to many of HRM’s standard 
terms and conditions for 
similar scopes of work,” ac¬ 
cording to the staff report, 
which also recommends au¬ 
thorizing the CAO’s office to 
negotiate a contract with the 
company. 

However, the bid also pro¬ 
vided the costs of implemen¬ 
tation and life-cycle costs for 
some “public facing” require¬ 
ments, such as email and text 
scheduling and alerts. 

“As a result, the Trapeze 
proposal provides HRM with 
a higher level of confidence,” 
states the report.

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Petition urges Canada Post 
to keep door-to-door delivery 



More than 120,000 
signatures. Effort aims 
to draw attention to 
effects change may 
have on those with 
limited mobility 


An online petition urging 
Canada Post to reconsider 
its decision to end door- 
to-door delivery in urban 
centres has garnered more 
than 120,000 signatures. 

The petition was started 
by Susan Dixon, a mother 
from Cambridge, Ont., on 
Dec. 15. 

“My youngest has ce¬ 
rebral palsy and uses a 
walker or wheelchair to get 
around,” Dixon says in the 
petition. “For me, Canada 
Post’s decision would mean 
having to bundle them up 
and struggle through the 
snow with a wheelchair just 
to get our mail.” 

Canada Post announced 
some dramatic changes to 
its operations last month, 
including plans to phase 


out the age-old tradition 
of home delivery in urban 
areas. The company said 
that without postal carriers 
travelling by foot, it would 
save a significant amount of 


money. 

“My hope is that they 
change their minds and 
really consider what they 
are going to be doing to 
people with disabilities,” 


said Dixon. 

The petition — posted 
on the website Change, 
org — draws attention to 
anyone in Canada who has 
limited mobility, and the 


possibly dangerous effects 
this change could have on 
their lives. 

With the help of organ¬ 
izers at Change.org, Dixon 
said she will soon be bring¬ 
ing the petition to several 
executives at Canada Post, 
including chief executive 
Deepalc Chopra, and to the 
Minister of Transportation 
Lisa Raitt. 

“We’re certainly going 
to watch that (petition) and 
any feedback that people 
put forward,” said Jon Ham¬ 
ilton, a spokesman for Can¬ 
ada Post. 

“When we hear about Su¬ 
san and her issues, we hear 
those loud and clear and we 
know we need to be sensi¬ 
tive and understanding in 
our approach to changes,” 
he said. 

“But the status quo is not 
going to change.” 

Hamilton said that Can¬ 
ada Post is trying to main¬ 
tain service to all Canadians 
but that they need to find 
innovative ways to do it in 
order to remain self-suffi¬ 
cient.

Health care. Costs should 
be made available to 
patients: Hospital CEO 


Watching Breaking Bad — the 
hit TV show about a teacher 
who turned to cooking meth 
to help pay for his cancer 
treatments — got David Musyj 
thinking about how little Can¬ 
adians know about the cost of 
their health care. 

Musyj, CEO of Windsor 
Regional Hospital, thinks pa¬ 
tients would appreciate health 
care more if they knew exactly 
how much it cost. 

“How can we have an edu¬ 
cated debate regarding health 
care, which is consuming 
40-plus per cent of our provin¬ 
cial budget — approximately 
$50 billion a year — when we 
have no clue on how much 
individuals are consuming or 
what is the cost of health care 
on an individual basis,” Musyj 
asked in an interview. 

In a report to his hospital’s 
board of directors, Musyj sug¬ 
gested people should be provid¬ 
ed with a summaiy of all their 
Ontario Health Insurance Plan 
charges on an annual basis, 
or when a patient leaves a 
hospital. 


Instead of mailing invoice¬ 
like statements to patients, 
the government could set up 
a website so people could see 
how much their health care 
costs the province, added 
Musyj. 

The New Democrats “love” 
the idea of letting people see 
their OHIP charges on a web¬ 
site. “They are taxpayers’ dol¬ 
lars and we should know how 
much money was spent for the 
service that we got,” said NDP 
health critic France Gelinas. 

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives also support giving pa¬ 
tients accurate information on 
how much their care costs. 

Musyj said he’s pretty sure 
of one thing: “If Breaking Bad 
was a Canadian or an Ontario 
series it would have been over 
in one episode because Walter 
White would have gotten his 
chemo without charge and 
would have gone into remis¬ 
sion and the series was over. 

“It wouldn’t have gone on 
because he wouldn’t have had 
to turn to a life of crime to pay 

for it.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

Quebec's new 
cardinal says 
values charter is 
‘dividing people’ 

Canada’s freshly appointed 
cardinal says Quebec is 
making people increasingly 
afraid of each other with its 
controversial values charter. 

Quebec Archbishop Ger¬ 
ald Cyprien Lacroix, among 
a new batch of cardinals 
selected Sunday by Pope 
Francis, spoke out Monday 
against the proposed Parti 
Quebecois legislation. 

The PQgovernment’s 
plan would ban public- 
sector employees from 
wearing religious symbols. 

“We’re dividing people,” 
he told a Quebec City news 
conference when asked 
about the charter, a docu¬ 
ment tabled last fall by the 
minority PQ government. 

“People are eveiy day 
more afraid of each other. 
Instead of bringing us 
together and bringing our 
cultures together and shar¬ 
ing the richness of who we 
are, we’re starting to build 
walls and be afraid of each 
other.”

Supreme Court ruling 


Late-abortionban 
fails in Arizona 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
rejected Arizona’s attempt 
to ban most abortions after 
20 weeks of pregnancy. 

The justices on Monday 
declined to reconsider a 
lower-court ruling that says 
the law violates a woman’s 
right to terminate a 
pregnancy before a fetus is 
able to survive outside the 
womb. “Viability” of a fetus 
is generally considered to 
start at 24 weeks. 

Supporters argued the 
ban protected women’s 
health and prevented 
fetuses from experiencing

Swedes hoping womb 
transplants bear fruit 



Frontier science. With 
surrogates banned, this 
may be only chance for 
women to bear children 


Nine women in Sweden have 
successfully received trans¬ 
planted wombs donated from 
relatives in an experimental 
procedure that has raised 
some ethical concerns. The 
women will soon try to be¬ 
come pregnant with their 
new wombs, the doctor in 
charge has revealed. 

The women were born 
without a uterus or had it re¬ 
moved because of cancer. 

In many European coun¬ 
tries, including Sweden, 
using a surrogate to cariy a 
pregnancy is illegal. 

There have been two pre¬ 
vious attempts to transplant a 
womb — in Turkey and Saudi 
Arabia — but both failed to 
produce babies. Scientists in 
Britain, Hungaiy and else¬ 
where are also planning simi¬ 
lar operations. 

“This is a new kind of sur- 
geiy,” said project lead Dr. 
Mats Brannstrom, chair of 
the obstetrics and gynecology 
department at the University 
of Gothenburg. “We have no 
textbook to look at.” 

Brannstrom said the nine 
recipients are doing well. 
Many already had their per¬ 
iods six weeks after the trans¬ 
plants, an early sign that the 
wombs are healthy. 

One woman had an infec¬ 
tion and others had some 
minor rejection episodes, 
but none of the recipients or 
donors needed intensive care 
after the surgery, Brannstrom 
said. 


The operations did not 
connect the women’s uter- 
uses to their fallopian tubes, 
so they are unable to get preg¬ 
nant naturally. But all who 
received a womb have their 
own ovaries and can make 
eggs for in-vitro fertilization. 

Brannstrom warned the 
transplants might not yield 
children but was optimistic. 

“This is a research study,” 
he said. “There are no guaran¬ 
tees.... What is certain is that 
they are making a contribu¬ 
tion to science.”

• Brannstrom said using 
live donors allowed them 
to ensure the donated 
wombs were functional 
and didn't have any 
problems, such as an HPV 
infection. 


Winnipeg. Family friend 
allegedly kidnaps teen 


A Winnipeg teen is un¬ 
harmed after he was alleged¬ 
ly kidnapped for ransom by a 
family friend. 

Winnipeg police said a 
man, known to a local family, 
convinced the 14-year-old boy 
that he was a police officer 
and that the boy was being 
investigated for an assault. 

Authorities said the man 
took the teen to a downtown 
hotel, took the teen’s phone 
away and convinced him to 
stay in the room to avoid go¬ 
ing to jail. He also produced 
a replica pellet handgun to 


further convince the teen to 
stay, said police. 

The man then returned 
to the family, police said, 
but not before leaving an 
anonymous note explaining 
their son had been kidnapped 
and demanding money. 

Officers found the teen 
and made an arrest. 

Harpreet Singh Kanda, 19, 
faces charges of impersonat¬ 
ing a police officer, extortion, 
kidnapping using a firearm, 
possession of a weapon and 
cariying a concealed weapon.

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Time to get rid of 
old, unsafe tank 
cars carrying oil 


‘Something has to 
be done.’ Liberal 
international trade 
critic wonders what 
the government 
is waiting for 


The railway industiy wants to 
“aggressively phase out” older 
model tank cars that have been 
implicated in several recent ac¬ 
cidents, the head of CN Rail’s 
safety division told an industiy 
forum Monday 

But the consensus at the day¬ 
long workshop was that there’s 
no quick fix for a decades-old 
problem that has almost 80,000 
sub-standard DOT-111 tank cars 
carrying flammable liquids on 
North American tracks. 

And whatever the solution, 
the cost eventually will be 
borne by consumers. 

Sam Berrada, director gen¬ 
eral of safety and occupational 
health services for CN, told an 


overflow crowd of industiy 
types, regulators, lobbyists and 
local first responders that rail¬ 
ways “will continue to push 
aggressively” for safer, stronger 
tank cars. 

A derailment and fire involv¬ 
ing a CN train in northwestern 
New Brunswick last week has 
renewed calls for greater safety 
in the booming oil-by-rail trade, 
which became an international 
cause following last summer’s 
deadly derailment and fire in 
Lac-Megantic, Que. 

Transport Minister Lisa Raitt 
responded on the weekend by 
promising the government will 
formalize the standard for new 
tank car construction adopted 
by the rail industry in October 
2011. 

“Something has to be done 
because of what we’ve seen in 
the past six months and what 
can potentially occur as the 
amount of oil (being shipped) 
continues to increase. It’s just 
too dangerous,” said Marc Gar- 
neau, the Liberal international 
trade critic, the Canadian press 


Safety alert 


Derailments 


Federal investigators have 
determined that400,000 
gallons of oil was lost last 
month when a train derailed 
and caught fire in North 
Dakota, according to a report 
released Monday. The 
derailment on Dec. 30 has 
highlighted concerns about 
shipping crude by rail. It also 
led to a safety alert from the 
U.S. Department of 
Transportation warning 
about the potential high 
volatility of crude from the 
Bakken oil patch in eastern 
Montana and western North 
Dakota. The derailments of 
the two BNSF Railway trains 
sparked massive explosions 
in southeast North Dakota. 
About 1,400 people were 
evacuated.

Dozens of dead, mangled and 
bloated bodies line the road¬ 
side from the airport into this 
state capital of one of South 
Sudan’s oil-producing regions.

J. Cole doesn’t need anyone 
to tell him that 2014 is his 
year. “Every year people tell 
me that it’s ‘my year,’ but 
this time I know it’s true,” 
he tells us. “I feel like I can 
accomplish anything. It’s a 
good feeling.” 

The rapper and producer 
has good reason for feeling 
confident. His album Born 
Sinner was named one of 
the best albums of 2013 by 
Rolling Stone. Released the 
same day as Kanye West’s 
album Yeezus, Cole outsold 
West and surpassed him on 
the Billboard charts. 

“Being able to say your 
album sold more than the 
Kanye West album is a crazy 
statement, and I’m a very 
big Kanye fan,” Cole says. 
“It shows that if you give 
people the option to choose, 
they’re going to choose Born 
Sinner. That’s just the truth 
and it feels amazing.” 

Cole pairs his ability as 
a producer and lyricist on 
Born Sinner with collabora¬ 
tions with Kendrick Lamar, 
Miguel, Dirty Projectors’ 
singer Amber Coffman, 50 
Cent and TLC, who sing the 
hook on the album’s single, 
Crooked Smile. 

But despite all the big 
names, Cole says he never 
had a “wish fist” of artists he 
was hoping to work with. “It 
happened in the flow of ere-

ating the music. Like with 
Crooked Smile, I thought, 
‘Oh man, I would love to 
hear TLC sing this right 
here. That would be crazy.’ I 
thought it would be impos¬ 
sible, but it all worked out.” 

With Jay-Z standing be¬ 
hind him, Cole shouldn’t 
have been surprised. Jay-Z 
has been mentoring Cole 
from the beginning of his 
career and their relation¬ 
ship has morphed from a 
business relationship to one 
of equals. 

“Now, I have the confi¬ 
dence of knowing what I’m 
doing and I don’t need ap¬ 
proval. I love Jay-Z’s guid¬ 
ance and I get it when I want 
it but I know how to survive 
in this game,” Cole says. 

But despite the brag¬ 
worthy connections and 
album sales, Cole says the 
heart of why he makes 
music is in the lyrics. “I 
want to change the way 
people look at themselves,” 
he says simply. His attempts 
at this come across in songs 
like Crooked Smile, Los¬ 
ing My Balance and Lights 
Please, which Cole says were 
all crafted to be subtle, not 
preachy. 

“I learned a long time ago 
to be somebody that people 
can relate to and then slip 
in the messages I want,” he 
explains. 

“I want to change the 
way people feel about them¬ 
selves not just on a physical 
level, but the way black 


people look at themselves, 
or women look at them¬ 
selves, or the concept of 
beauty — whatever it is.” 

When asked if there was 
anything that did that for 
him, Cole only credits his 
mom, who he says unwaver¬ 
ingly supported him in 
everything he wanted to do. 
“When I was a kid, I painted 
this Nike sign on a brown 
board with these watercol¬ 


ours she got me. Looking 
back, it was terrible, but her 
reaction to it at the time was 
as if it was the greatest thing 
she’d ever seen and she was 
so proud of me. I don’t think 
my mom realizes the ef¬ 
fect her support had on me. 
She let me quietly believe 
I could move to New York 
and go to college, while at 
the same time pursuing my 
music dream.”
